Until midnight the protection of the 
towns and the woods even for the 
night was probl^iatlcat. By that time 
the fb-mlle wind which drove the 
flames across big flr lanes bad quieted, 
and at half-past one the situation was 
reported In hand.for the night. 

Capt Charles P. Plunkett, command¬ 
ing the cruiser South Dakota, march¬ 
ed IM of hie men from the Mill Valley 
station up-to the border of the fire tn 
Cascade canyon, took a look at the 
fire and marched them back again. 
They entrained for Sausallto. 

Tn the presence of Mayor Klsrce. Col. 
Bell and a hundred dtlsene. Captain 
Plunkett said: *^It would take all the 
people in California to put out that 
fire. I have expert gun pointers smong 
my men. worth $25,000 apiece to the 
government. 1 am not going to risk 
their lives in saving a $4,000 house for 
a private cltlsen.'* * 

Following Capt Plunkett's retreat 
from the fire tine. Majof John P. 
Haines. XT. 8. A., directed Capt Arm¬ 
strong, of the Kationai Guard, in 
charge M the commlsMiry. to Issue no 
rations to men who were not active In 
flghtlng the fire.

Lancashire, of Sir William H. Lever, 
and cauaed damage eatlmated at ll$0.- 
ME She further confeaaad to being the 
perpetrator of the outrage at the Liv¬ 
erpool cotton exchange on July 6. when 
a bomb exidoded but caueed little 
damage.. 

Mrs. Rigby surrendered voluntarily 
to the poUee. When arralgited to-day 
she glerted In her aebievementa, say¬ 
ing afae wanted Sir William H. Lever 
to consider whether hls house was, 
more vahaahir as a showplaoe than aa 
si beacon lighted for the King aad the 
country to see wbrnad s u ff e r ing an In- 
eupporiabte grievanct,

Mrs. Rigby has been a member of (he 
Women's Social and Political Unhm, 
the militant suffragette organlsatton, 
for many years and haa taken a great 
part in public movements Co promote 
the welfare of women. Bhe hae been 
Imprisoned five times In connectlou 
with Che suffrage ntovement and was 
on several occasions released because 
of the breakdown of her health aftor 
"hunger striking." 

Such alarm has been caused by the 
recent suffragette demonetratlona 
aimed at King George that a special 
t>odyguard was provided for Hls Ma¬ 
jesty Co-day to protect him from actual 
Injury at the bands of the women. On 
one occasion a report spread that an 
attempt had boen made to aeeaaslnate 
the King, and the women were roughly 
handled. 

Scotland Yard is said to have evi¬ 
dence that the militant leaders have 
planned the most daring campaign 
imaginable to gain their cads and It 
is hinted that this Included an attempt 
to kidnap Hls Majesty.

government. On the final paseage of 
the bill Trish privy councillors will be 
conferred on Mosers. Redmond and 
DUlon and their leading coUeaguea. In 
due course Mr. Redmond will retire 
from the active leadership of the Na- 
tloiialists in the House of Commons and 
, will doubtless be euceeeded by T. P. 
O’Connor. 

"Mr. Redmond's retention of ofllce 
wUl depend upon the result of the Irish 
election. There is little doubt that he 
wUl obtain a working majority and 
the first duty of his government will 
be to estabUsb a respoeslble admin¬ 
istration In Dublin on a firm and dur¬ 
able basis. 

"With, the final passage of the bill tha

Since Mr. Hasen's visit It has been! 
learned that owing to the fact that 
In the Urlted States, there are no uni¬ 
form fisheries regulations, each state 
being allowed to pase its owq fisheries 
laws, the treaty will meet with mu:h 
oppoattl>n at Washington. It Is five 
yaars since the treaty was first drawn: 
up and the continual delays at Wash-1 
Ington have caueed the Canadian 
government to now consider Its 
abandonment.

H. Fbrd, farmer 
of Pitt Blver Meadows, addressed the 
civic markets and industries couimit* 
tee yesterday afternoon, telling them 
some of the reasons for the high 
of living, from the standpoint of 
farmer in British Columbia. Mr. Pori 
told the story of his own experience ^s' 
a practical agriculturist, culth'ating 
ftrst-class land within a few hours* rad 
trip from Vancouver. His story was 
one of profitless labor, of a hopelesi 
battle wltl) overwhelming odds, due in 
great measure >to the provInctaJ gor* 
erament. 

Mr. Ford prefaced the account of his 
practical experience with his ideas 
the reasons for the high cost of living 
from the farmer's viewpoint. First, he 
put high wages for fasm help, which 
be said Is brought about by the condl* 
tions in cities, where men can earn tS 
or $4 per day of eight hours. Thai 
reduces the supply of farm help and 
fMX’es the farmer to raise wages to 
ruinous llmita . 

The next reason for the eoet of Hr* 
ing increase. Ur. Ford asserted. Is 
iracsable to the operattona of the com- 
mfbsfon men. who sell the farmers 
produce at enoromus profits after beat* 
Ing the producer down to below cost 
pricea He also charged the commis* 
slon men with deliberately defaulting 
jthe farmer, giving an actual instance 
, in his own experience.

Thomas O. Proctor, one of (hd beet- 
known mining men In the psov^ce. 
wma killed on Onk Bay avenue shortly 
before twelve o’clock last night, and 
there Is little doubt that a motor car 
was the causs of bis death. 

He was found about twenty mlnutea 
to twelve by C. 8. Macdonald lying 
the street esur track. Mr. Macdonald 
was driving home when he noticed a 
hat lying on the roadway at the inter¬ 
section of Mltc^Il street, and just be-, 
yond s body across the track. He tried 
to lift the man up but owing to his i 
weight, Mr. Proctor being a man of' 
large frame and weighing some two 
hundred pomule, was unable to do so. 
A car esme In sight a moment later, 
and Mr. Mkcdonald, with tbe assist¬ 
ance of the conductor and motorman. 
got tbe injured man to the boulevard. 

Mr. Macdonald tetepboned to the 
Oak Bay police station and t«o con¬ 
stables at once hurried to the scene, 
followed Immediately by (Thief Hand- 
ley. Mr. Proctor was only able to 
murmur his name when the otBcers 
reached him and at once relapeed Into 
unconsciousness, dying tn less than five 
minutes after. 

’ Dr. Nelson bad been summoned by 
the police at the time they got Mr- 
Macdonald’s message and got there 
just as Mr. Proctor breathM his last 
The body was taken to Sands’ and Pul¬ 
ton’s undertaking parlors, where It now 
Ilea 

Chief Handley has been busy all day 
making inquiries in the ease, and has 
been assisted by members of the cHy 
detective force. His examination of 
tbe qkK where the body was found 
lead him to believe that Mr. Procter 
was struck by a passing motor' car. 
Near the street crossing there' are 
marks of a car having skidded, and 
nine feet further on was found some 
broken ^ass, evidently from tke lamps 
of a motor qiiHe close to where the 
body had been found on the tracks. 

Mr. Proctbr’.had th# evening 

with some mining friends, dining with 
them St tbe Empress hotel and after¬ 
wards spending some time at the Pa- 
oMe 'Otub. When he left them is net 
y^y clear, end this point la bMng 
cMbely inquired inia 
Chief Handley has traced Mr. Proc¬ 
ter’s movements ks fsr as his taking 
the 1L40 car from tbe city for Oak 
Bay, and getting off tt at Mitchell 
street Tbe conductor of the car re- 
members that Mr. Procter was alone 
then. What followed can only be sur¬ 
mised. One theory Is thst as Mr. Proc¬ 
ter stepped out from beMnd the oar to 
rose to the south side to get to his 
home on Victoria 'svcaoe he was 
•truck by a motor car being driven 
inio. the city without tha oocupents 
IhsvliM a chance to avoid him. he to 
get but of the way. Aaother la thgt 
be was on bis way acrccc the vtreet 
and was struck by a H>ecdlng car. 

In any case it would have been ab¬ 
solutely hnpotsible for any car to have 
struck him without those In the car 
being aware of it, on account of bis 
weight. Whether or not tbe occorrence 
wag aa upavoldable accMeot tbe fact; 
remains that -Che occupants drove off 
without s thought of tAe msn they 
had sent to his death. 

Mr. Proctor's injuries were all on the 
left side, the side which naturally 
would be towards a car ooming Into 
town as be crossed the street in the 
direction he had to take. His left leg 
Is badly shattersd by a blow which 
must Imve been delivered with ter- 
rlAc force to inflict the Injuries, and 
he 'has .several bruisec on tbe same 
side. 

The authorities arc endeavoring to 
trace tbe movements of cars known 
to have been In that neighborhood 
about that time, but owing to the late¬ 
ness of the hour and the fact that 
; there were hardly any people about tbg 
difflcuitles of the police are greatly In¬ 
creased. 

An Inquest win be held to-morrow 
afternoon, by which time Chief Hand- j 
ley hopes to be in possession of enough :
